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Buying Ethics Again 





HROUGHOUT that lively  discus- 
| sion of the comparative ethics of 
sales and purchasing practice, 
which so many readers have carried on 
through our columns it is strange indeed 
that none of them, either buyers or sellers, 
have hit upon what appears to Drue 
Markets to lie very close to the taproot 
of this discussion. This is the markedly 
different conditions under which the sales- 
man and the purchasing agent work. 


We hear a great deal these days about 
selling psychology and buying psychology. 
And, without doubt, a great deal has been 
learned, although it is going pretty far to 


. attempt even to lay down any blanket 


laws of action and reaction. All that has 
been learned, however, tends to bring to 
the forefront of attention these facts 
which our correspondents have so strange- 
ly overlooked. 


Nor only is selling dynamic, but the re- 
sults of successful sales effort are immedi- 
ately apparent and easily measured with 
a dollar yardstick; while buying is static 
and the results of wise and provident pur- 
chasing are often extremely difficult to de- 
termine. As an inevitable result, when a 
business prospers, the sales department, 
by increasing the volume, secures quite 
easily the lion’s share of the credit. And 


it is very easy indeed to overlook the fact 
that as sales mount, the problems and the 


responsibilities of the purchasing aepart- 


ment are increased in direct ratio. These 
conditions furnish an explanation (if they 
are no excuse) of the constant pressure on 
the buyer to make a showing, as he only 
ean, by methods that are admittedly un- 
ethical. 


Possisty, itisa recognition of these 
conditions that is promoting the use of com- 
mittee buying—a system that is apparent- 
ly in growing favor, particularly among the 
larger pharmaceutical and proprietary 
manufacturers. 


Cownrrrse buying deserves careful 
thought. Before “it becomes crystallized 
into a common policy with fixed practices 
it will be much easier to analyze. It has 
considerable advantages in that it virtual- 
ly precludes personal favoritisms of what- 
ever kind. It is, moreover, a_ splendid 
guarantee of all sorts of conservatism. 
But it has, by this same token, a very defi- 
nite disadvantage. It very largely de- 
prives the buyer of personal contacts with 
that invaluable source of trade informa- 
tion—the salesman,—and it makes it ex- 
tremely difficult to secure favorable action 
on new goods. It is too early yet to pass 
judgment on this comparatively new sys- 
tem of securing raw materials, but this is 
the very time when its merits and demerits 
should be most scrupulously scanned. 
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AT THE POINT OF CONTACT 

Although no other single group of manufactur- 
ers have more commonly and more effectively em- 
ployed window display advertising than the manu- 
facturers of medicinal and toilet preparations, 
nevertheless, the industries are not, we are sure, 
so conceited as to think for a moment that they 
have more than made a beginning in this most di- 
rect, resultful form of sales aid. Among the drug 
manufacturing group, therefore, we can natural- 
ly expect to find the keenest interest in the co- 
operative effort which is being launched by the 
Window Display Advertising Association. 

Over and above the stimulation to this adver- 

tising idea, this campaign is going to offer an op- 
portunity to check up on the facts of window dis- 
play. This information is needed. 
For while the results of this form of advertising 
are most direct and probably more easily traced 
than any other form of trade publicity, neverthe- 
less, there is altogether too little definite knowledge 
of the comparative value of different general types 
of display and altogether too much lack of uni- 
formity in regards to the practice of securing 
dealer cooperation through their windows. It is, 
of course, a fact that as the importance of window 
displays is more and more impressed upon the re- 
tailers, they will be more and more inclined to 
charge rental for their space. This is a healthy 
sign, and it is a most shortsighted policy that 
prompts the manufacturer to cherish the hope that 
he will continue to get something for nothing in 
window displays. Granted that the retailer pro- 
fits also; by and large, a more sound, businesslike 
situation is created by the rental basis, and it is 
perfectly obvious that this basis tends to more ef- 
fective use, on the part of both manufacturer and 
retailer, of this particular form of advertising. 





DEMORALIZED ALCOHOL 

The demoralization of the .aleohol market dur- 
ing the past month is peculiarly interesting in 
view of the recent developments in its raw ma- 
terial markets. With completely denatured alco- 
hol selling as low as 25e a gallon and confidential 
figures reported below that, the margin of profit 
has become narrow. Assuming the 7e open mar- 
ket quotation for molasses, the cost of molasses 
alone would be about 17¢ for the gallon of alcohol. 
Adding about 3e for the methanol and other‘ de- 
naturants, the cost of the raw materials alone is 
in the neighborhood of 20c. This does not take 
into account the cost of production, packing, ship- 
ping, and selling. 

Molasses has been steadily firming up during re- 
cent months so that it is reported that as a raw ma- 
terial for alcohol, it is now about equivalent to 60¢ 
eorn, for inland plants. With first grade corn 
selling at around 75c@90c it seems almost prob- 
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able that the production of alcohol from corn may 
again prove profitable for those who are selling 
general industrial alcohol. Certain manufactur. 
ers produce from corn only and certain of then 
are equipped only for production from molasses, 
but those plants that are so equipped that they 
can operate with either raw material, may soon 
find it to their advantage to swing over to com, 
Meanwhile, with Winter drawing to a close, and 
large stocks of anti-freeze alcohol still unsold, pro. 
duction of any sort as far as completely denatured 
is concerned can hardly prove profitable. De. 
natured alcohol prices should, from the statistical 
position remain at low levels this Spring; but by 
the same token will probably be higher later in the 
year. 





RESEARCH NEEDED 

There is a steadily growing agitation among the 
public against the tooth brush, even many den. 
tists contending that, with a man’s mouth in the 
condition that it is apt to be found today, rubbing 
the gums with a germ covered, bristly, surface 
adds to rather than detracts from the possibility of 
increased infection. A direct challenge that can- 
not well be ignored, is here offered to tooth paste 
manufacturers. So far, little or no recognition 
has been made of this growing tendency, and 
while it is highly improbable that it will reach such 
proportions as to become formidable, still it 
offers a wonderful opportunity for refutation by 
manufacturers of tooth pastes that are true 
cleaners or that have disinfectant properties. 

This question works into the larger question 
that has been agitated by certain organizations of 
the ‘‘harmfulness’’ of cosmetics and other facial 
preparations. To be sure, it is a different group 
of agitators who are working on these two groups, 
but the principle involved: is the same, and they 
both offer opportunities for thorough investigation 
as to actual facts, and an exploitation of these 
facts in advertising and selling the products.

N laying out any selling campaign, the most important 

factor to consider is the point of personal contact be- 

tween yourself and your ultimate consumer, in other 
words, the retail druggist.‘ This seems tiringly self evi- 
dent. Yet how often a manufacturer sells his goods to 
the retailer and then considers his duty done! Or per- 
haps he also does a little general advertising to create a 
consumer demand and then depends on the retailer to move 
the goods from his shelf. That factor which involves the 
co-operation or the antagonismj on the part of the drug 
store proprietor and his clerks is a big problem to consider 
seriously. 



















Bristol-Myers’ “Altruistic? Window Display 


All this has a very direct bearing’ on window display 
advertising. In fact it applies to a larger extent there than 
it does in perhaps any other type of advertising, as the use 
of the retailer’s window requires his active and willing 
cooperation. Many retail druggists are adopting the 
principle inaugurated by chain cigar stores, of charging 
one-third of their rent against their windows. If you 
are planning a certain display campaign, be sure to bear 
in mind some of the thinking by the more modern and 
alert merchandising proprietors of drug stores. The 
support of your druggist is essential for the success of 
your campaign.

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For the same reason, it is not always advisable to pur- 
chase window space by a free goods deal or a cash pay- 
ment, or any such means of a direct return. If, for ex- 
ample, a manufacturer were to go to a retailer and offer 
him ‘this conventional “bribe” for window space in cash or 
free goods, the retailer would be apt, if he accepts, to feel 
that his return on that space has already been made. If, 
on the other hand, you can convince the retailer that his 
return in increased sales will more than make up the value 
of his window space, you have obtained an active ally for 
the sale of your goods. He will push your goods and 
cooperate actively with you for the sale of your product. 
The same is true of counter displays. 


INDOW displays can be divided roughly into two 

groups. First are the displays where a number 
of items are arranged attractively in a window, usually ac- 
companied by price cards. This type is usually utilized 
by the retailer himself, based on his own ideas and is sub- 
ject to his own initiative. This type is perhaps best exem- 
plified in the windows of chain stores where a large array 
of articles is arranged with price tickets shown. This is 
usually calculated to convey the im- 
pression to the passing prospect 
that the store carries practically 
all lines and has cut 
prices on all of them. 
Of course, this is ef- 
fective, but as it sel- 
dom has a direct bear- } 
ing on the manufac- 
turer, except when his 
goods are exclusively 
or prominently fea- 
tured, it will not be

The second type, the subject of this article, is the cut- 
out, made by the manufacturer, and sent by him to the 
retailer for setting up in his store window. In considering 
this type of window display, several questions naturally 
arise: What type of articles are best advertised in this 
manner? What is the effective sales life of one display? 
Can one display be repeated? How often should new dis- 
plays be sent out? What is the wastage in displays sent 
out? What size display produces the best results? What 
is the most satisfactory method of distributing these dis- 
plays? Should the manufacturer’s representative install 
the displays? and numerous other questions. It is the pur- 
pose of this article to consider these questions and to this 
end I shall draw from the experiences of Bristol-Myers 
Co., and the recently issued report of the research commit- 
tee of the Window Display Advertising Association. This 
report is based on a number of questionnaires sent out to 
retailers in various fields and gives the consensus of their 
opinions based on a variety of experiences. 

In the first place, in order to meet with any favorable 
reception from the retailer, the product which is to be dis- 
played for a complete window should 

be well known; nationally adver- 
tised items are usually given 
preference. If the re- 
tailer can tie his sales 
_up with aggressive na- 
) tional advertising, he is 
i giving his customers an 
i impression that he is a 
progressive, up-to-date, 
wide awake merchant. 
, It pays him to display 
' well-known products,— 


_— 
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sven the price cutter does that. Another fact that must be 
remembered in window display work is that there is a cer- 
tain price range through which this work seems to be most 
effectively carried out. The retailer does not want to dis- 
play cheap articles as there is not sufficient profit in them 
to pay for the space occupied. A window display devoted 
to chewing gum, or other five-cent articles is a rare sight, 
indeed. On the other hand, better results are obtained 
from articles which can be bought on impulse rather than 
articles which require careful deliberation before purchase. 
Thus, a fifty-cent tooth paste generally pulls more rapidly 
than a five-dollar perfume, although the final total increase 
in sales may be the same in the one case as in the other. 

Here again arises the 
question of how you can 
get the retailer to use your 
display, how you can con- 
vince him that his return 
is to be commensurate with 
his expenditure of space. 
Bristol-Myers Co. has met 
this problem by designing 
what we might call an al- 
truistic display. Realizing 
that there are a number of 
items which the druggist 
handles that are not nation- 
ally advertised, but on 
which he realizes a thand- 
some profit, they designed 
adisplay showing a num- 
ber of non-branded items 
carried by the average 
drug store but featuring 
Ipana Tooth Paste, and 
tying in to a certain de- 
gree with Ipana. Thus one 
display was made up con- 
sisting of a large central panel showing Ipana, with smaller 
side panels featuring such items as non-branded tooth 
brushes, face cloths, etc., each bearing some suggestive re- 
mark reminding the passer-by that these things were needed 
and could be bought in that store. Each one of these panels 
catried'in one corner a pictured tube of Ipana, so that even 
if the large panel were not used, Ipana was still featured 
in the display. The success of this display was evidenced 
by its quick and eager reception by the trade, and also by 
the fact that this “altruistic’ method has since been em- 
ployed successfully by other manufacturers. This type of 
display assures a featuring of the item desired and guards 
against its being completely obscured by other items; and 
it affords a favorable entree for the display into stores that 
might otherwise be apathetic or antagonistic. 


RAWING on the results of the research work referred 

to above, it seems evident that the average effective- 
ness of a single display is about one week to ten days. 
There are so many outside factors entering into this phase 
that it is impossible to make any blanket statement in this 
tespect. The nature of. the display, the article displayed, 
and numerous other factors must be considered in such a 
question as well as the individual characteristics of the 
tetail store in which the display is used. In many instances 
a two-week display has been found to be effective. Some 
displays are of such a nature that they can be repeated at 
intervals and frequently the life of a display used in this 
Way is placed as high as a year. In questionnaires sent 
out to a number of drug stores it was found that eighty per 
cent used displays more than once, over fifty per cent used 
them two or three times, and one used them as high as ten 
or twenty times. Five drug stores placed the life of a dis- 
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play, taking into account its re-use, from four to six 
months, with others reporting varying lengths of life. 
Based on these figures, it would seem that the average life 
of a display would be about three or four months, and then 
it should be about time to send out a new one. As a mat- 
ter of fact; Bristol-Myers Co. has planned three displays 
to be sent out at regular intervals during the year 1927. 
The question of wastage in material sent out is now be- 
ing partially overcome by sending out the displays on re- 
quest only. When we first took up our window display 
work we started out by broadcasting our cut-outs to the 
trade and hoping that they would be shown. We soon 
found that to be a wasteful process, however, and have 
long since abandoned that 
policy. The research com- 
mittee’s work places the 
wastage by this method of 
distribution at eighty to 
ninety per cent of the ma- 
terial sent out. Hardly a 
paying proposition! The 
question resolves itself, 
therefore, into the decision 
as to the best method of 
distributing the displays. 
We have’-found the most 
satisfactory method to be 
that of having our sales- 
men on the road try to 
“sell” our displays when 
they are selling our goods. 
The effectiveness of this 
policy has been evidenced 
by the fact that occasion- 
ally salesmen, in reporting 
their calls, state that no mer- 
chandise was sold for one 
reason or another, but that 
the druggist requested a window display cut-out. Of course 
even by this method we cannot be sure that our displays 
are always used, as a druggist might be tempted to accept 
a persistent salesman’s offer of a window display which he 
will get free, in order to stall him off from a merchandise 
order. We are now endeavoring to check up on the use 
of the displays sent out and hope soon to know accurately 
just what the wastage is under this scheme of distribution. 


The question of wastage might also be interpreted more 
broadly to consider the effectiveness of the material that is 
used. And that, of course, is the crux of the whole busi- 
ness. It is an impossibility to check with any degree of 
accuracy just how much response is obtained from window 
displays, just as it is impossible to check accurately the 
results of any other type of advertising. Tests have been 
conducted which furnish some sort of a measure of the 
effectiveness of such a compaign. For instance, “clocking” 
experiments were carried on in two or three suburban towns 
with a population of about 37,000. In these towns a drug 
store was chosen slightly outside the main business district, 
but still in a busy section. A week’s count showed that 
97,000 persons passed the windows of that store. If your 
display is in that window, it is exposed to 97,000 persons 
in a week,—certainly a very alluring as well as staggering 
circulation figure! 


4 percentage increase of sales, brought out by window 
display advertising is also a difficult matter to ascer- 
tain. The druggist is seldom sufficiently interested in your 
problem to keep really accurate statistical data for you, and 
it is utterly impossible to ascertain what proportion of the 
displaying druggist’s increase is new business and what pro- 
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portion of it has been diverted from other stores which are 
not displaying. Increases in certain types of stores cannot 
be taken as a measure of what is to be expected from other 
stores. 

Another interesting fact that has been brought out by a 
careful study of figures, is the fact that the effectiveness of 
a display is usually not immediate. That is, the increase 
of sales usually comes after the display has been used rather 
than during its running. The why of this is a study in 
psychology which we cannot enter into in this article. 

The question of size is one that requires little discussion. 
Multi-panel screens seem to meet with more popular recep- 
tion among retail druggists according to the investigation 
of the research committee. These appeal on account of 
their, greater flexibility, easier adaptability to the size of 
the window, easier handling, utility for later counter dis- 
plays, and, of course, easier shipping. For this purpose, a 
five- panel display using a large center panel and four smaller 
side panels, such as those used in the Ipana campaign seem 
to answer the purpose best. The large panel should be of 
such size that it will just be admitted to the mail. 

An article of this type is hardly the place for a learned 
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dissertation on the principle of design, but it would be 
well to mention in passing that a well-designed, artfully 
constricted, neatly made display is an absolute essential if 
results are desired. It seems to be the consensus of opinion 
among retailers that the window display is better where 
the article is actually shown rather than pictured. It is an 
advantage to picture the use to which the article is to be 
put. Where the copy as well as the illustrative treatment 
are in harmony with national advertising, the results have 
been shown to be greater, as might be expected. Out of 
twenty-five replies received from the questionnaires twenty- 
two stated that the quality of the art work did influence the 
results and two did not answer that question. The “human 
interest” type of illustration is almost always more arrest- 
ing and interesting than still life pictures. 


HERE are various methods of securing the installation 

of window display material. We have found in our 
experience that the expense of having our own salesmen do 
the installation is not justified by the results. Where distri- 
bution of the displays is effected through solicitation and re- 
quest, it is practically assured that the retailer is sufficiently 
interested to install it himself. Of course if the salesman 
is in the vicinity when the display arrives, he might assist 
the druggist to install it, but a cut-out display should be 
sufficiently simple for the druggist to install himself without 
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any specific aid other than the instructions that accompany it, 

To sum up, these are the important points to remember 
in planning a window display campaign. The druggist js 
the pivotal point of your campaign and he is the man 
whose interest in your product you must arouse. Scrutinize 
all the problems that arise from his point of view. Remem- 
ber that you are asking him to expend about one-third his 
rent for the advertising of your product. Don’t try to pay 
him for the use of his window except in the promise of 
increased trade. In order to pull well, your window display 
advertising should tie up directly with the rest of your ad- 
vertising. Articles which are sufficiently low priced to be 
bought on impulse but expensive enough to afford an ade- 
quate return to the retailer lend themselves most readily to 
window display advertising. Don’t send your displays out 
hit-or-miss without some assurance that they will be used, 
Employ real art in designing your display, don’t be cheap, 
And again let me repeat: Remember, the Retail Druggist 
Can Do More to Make or Mar Your Product than Any 
Other Factor in the Distributive Mechanism.

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( Jablet Deterioration

ETERIORATION of drugs is a subject which has 

commanded the attention of pharmacists and 

pharmaceutical manufacturers for many years. 
Much attention has been given to the problem of develop- 
ing simple and reliable methods of detecting deterioration. 
The chemical and biological assays of the U. S. P. and N. 
F. presumably represent the best methods thus far devel- 
oped for this purpose. Failure to meet the standard may 
of course be due to original lack of quality, or to subse- 
quent deterioration. 

The method of detecting deterioration and discarding 
deteriorated products in addition to the protection of the 
public, protects the reputable manufacturer against those 
who seek to gain a commercial advantage by selling an in- 
ferior product. The serious question, however, is how 
long a standard product will remain so. It has accord- 
ingly been of importance to study methods of preventing 
deterioration. Thus the U. S. P. and N. F._ indicate, 
wherever possible, how the various drugs and preparations 
should be stored. However, Chairman Scoville of the N. 
F. Revision Committee has stated that too little is known’ 
along this line. He has pointed out the desirability of ex- 
tensive research work on the preservation and stabilization 
of N. F. preparations, and undoubtedly this would apply 
also to U. S. P. items. Now that methods for detection of 
deterioration are fairly well known, it will be well for 
pharmaceutical research workers to devote relatively more 
effort to the constructive task of working out methods to 
\prevent deterioration. 

When reasons for loss in activity are sought, each drug 
is a problem in itself. Among the possibilities are changes 
caused by loss of volatile constituents, action of light or 
heat, absorption of moisture or carbon dioxide, including 
\such chemical changes as hydrolysis, oxidation, reduction, 
simple or double decomposition, polymerization, ete. 
Sometimes changes in hydrogen ion concentration are in- 
volved; in other cases the effect of enzymes or other 
catalytic agents is an important factor. Furthermore, the 
mature of the pharmaceutical preparation must be consid- 
ered. For instance, a crude drug may be fairly _ stable, 
whereas in the form of the tincture it may rapidly ‘lose its 
activity. Thus each class of preparations, i. e. tincture 
fluid extracts, extracts, ointments, pills, tablets, etc. offers 
a certain set of conditions, more or less similar for each 
Preparation in that class. While it must be remembered 
that each drug has its own peculiar properties, there is 
something to be gained by considering the problem of de- 
terioration in so far as it depends on the type of prepara- 
tion. 


Effect of Form 


[* the present paper, chief consideration will be given 
to the subjects of the deterioration of tablets. Income 
cases it has been found that a drug deteriorates more 
rapidly in the tablet form than in the form of the original 
drug as such. On the other hand, it is known that the tab- 
let form may tend to preserve the activity in certain 
Cases, 


One of the simplest forms of deterioration of tablets is 
that due to the loss of volatile constituents. Tablets of 
sodium bicarbonate, N. F., gradually lose oil of pepper- 
mint on storage. 


Another example of loss of volatile constituents is the 
gradual loss of camphor in coryza and rhinitis tablets. In 
such cases the amount of ingredient lost is dependent on 
the temperature and time of keeping, and to some extent 
on the air space and tightness of closure of the container. 
The most simple and practical way to prevent such losses 
is to coat the tablets. The coating must be applied rapid- 
ly for otherwise a considerable proportion of the volatile 
material may be lost while the tablets are in the coating 
basin. 


Oxidative Deterioration 


C HANGES brought about in tablets by action of light 
and heat may of course be minimized by keeping the 
tablets in bottles of dark amber colored glass in a cool 
place. Undoubtedly the most practical way of preventing 
oxidative changes is to keep away the oxygen of the air by 
coating the tablets. Another method would be to displace 
the air in the container in which the tablets were stored by 
an inert gas, such as nitrogen. In certain individual 
cases, however, such methods may not in reality give as 
much protection as might be supposed. That is, when a 
substance has once been exposed to the air, and autoxida- 
tion has begun, further oxidative changes may take place 
even in absence of oxygen. Thus Holm, Greenbank and 
Deysher have recently shown that fats sealed in glass ‘tubes 
in vacuo have undergone some oxidation. The source of 
the oxygen appeared to be the loosely bound oxygen 
already present in the fat. It has commonly been sup- 
posed that oxides and peroxides were formed in the first 
stage of autoxidation. But the recent work of Staudinger 
seems to indicate that other labile compounds are formed 
first; to these the term “moloxides” has been applied. If 
such moloxides are present in the freshly prepared tablet, 
further oxidation may take place to a certain extent, even 
though the tablets be coated, or stored inan atmosphere of 
an inert gas. In the case of fats, the moloxides may be 
broken up by passing a current of steam through the fat 
for a short time. In this connection it is of interest to 
note that the deterioration of rubber due to oxidation has 
been successfully minimized by the incorporation of sub- 
stances which act as negative catalysts of oxidation. In 
the parlance of the rubber chemist, these compounds are 
known as “antioxidants”. The application of this princi- 
ple to tablet manufacture is dependent upon further re. 
search work by the pharmaceutical chemist. 


Moisture Affects Deterioration 


| dept sheng whe an important factor in the deteriora- 
tion of tablets is the absorption of moisture. It is 
helpful in such cases to keep the tablets in well steppered 
bottles, or in other tightly closed containers. A more 
efficacious method is to keep out moisture by coating the 
tablets. In some cases, it is possible to determine the 
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mechanism of the reaction by which moisture causes de- 
terioration of the drug. When this has been worked out, 
steps may be taken to prevent the deleterious effect of the 
moisture. An illustration of this method is found in the 
case of digitalis. Gronberg has carried out about 3000 
experiments in order to determine the effect of moisture, 
action of light and air, and method of storage of digitalis 
leaves on the activity of the drug. He found that there 
was much deterioration in digitalis leaves containing 5 or 
10 per cent of moisture. However, leaves containing 1.3 
per cent of water retained their activity for several years, 
provided they were kept in well stoppered bottles. Focke 
has also studied this problem. He has called attention to 
the fact that the presence of moisture in digitalis leaves 
makes possible the action of the enzymes present, and that 
the deterioration is the result of this action. In the pre- 
paration of digitalis powder, he has heated the leaves for 
some time at 80 degrees centigrade, at which temperature 
most enzymes are inactivated. He found that after this 
treatment the enzymes were not capable of exerting their tor- 
mer activity even in the presence of 5 per cent of moisture. 
The deleterious effect of moistureon digitalis may thus be 
prevented by keeping out the moisture, or by destroying the 
enzymes, which in the presence of moisture are an essential 
factor in the deterioration. 

Tablets of lime intended for use in the preparation of 
lime water require careful packing to prevent absorption 
of moisture and carbon dioxide. According to Wood, as 
soon as these tablets are compressed, they should be put 
immediately into dry, hot bottles, corked and sealed with 
an air-proof cap of paraffin, sealing-wax or gelatin. Other- 
wise insoluble calcium carbonate will gradually be formed. 

Glass bottles, especially those of dark amber color, are 
particularly suitable for the packing of tablets. Litho- 
graphed metal boxes of vest pocket size have some advan- 
tages which appeal especially to the manufacturer of pro- 
prietary tablets. The cardboard boxes used at the pre- 
scription counter and for certain proprietary tablets give 
very little protection against moisture. This may not be 
objectionable for presoriptionswhich are used within|a few 
days but where the tablets are easily affected by moisture, 
cardboard boxes are not ideal. The better pharmacists use 
glass bottles in such cases, but many pharmacists and dis- 
pensing physicians neglect to do this. I have observed that 
sometimes such tablets as thyroid tablets are taken from 
the large stock bottle and a several months supply handed 
to the patient in a cardboard box with little or no direc- 
tions as to how these should be stored. In such cases 
glass bottles should be used, or else a smaller supply should 
be dispensed at any one time. For expensive tablets, the 
cost of the glass container is a comparatively small item. 
For the dispensing of inexpensive tablets, the cost of the 
container merits more consideration. Experiments have 
been carried out on the treatment of paper in various ways 
to render it more suitable for such purposes. Grunewald 
has devised a paper for use in packing tablets. His method 
is to impregnate the paper with aluminum acetate to ren- 
der it waterproof; this is followed by a treatment with 
alumina soap to render it impermeable to air. Obviously 
it is important to prevent deterioration of tablets while in 
the possession of the patient and there is room for con- 
structive work along this line. 


Special Study of Acetylsalicylic Acid 
+ jew deterioration of tablets of acetylsalicylic acid has 
received much attention,both from the individual manu- 
facturers and from committees of the American Drug 
Manufacturers Association. Methods were sought to pre- 
vent the gradual decomposition of acetylsalicylic acid tab- 
lets, with resulting formation of free salicylic acid. 
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which has been observed. If a sample of acetylsalicylic 
acid tablets is analyzed and found to contain more than 
the maximum allowable limit of free salicylic acid, it is 
seen that this might be due to (1) the presence of free 
salicylic acid in the original supply of acetylsalicylic acid 
used in making the tablets, (2) to the formation of free 
salicylic acid by decomposition of the acetylsalicylic acid 
during the process of making tablets, or (3) to deteriora- 
tion during storage. Any one of the above factors, or any 
combination of these, might be the reason for the pres- 
ence of free salicylic acid in any given case. The first 
possible cause, i. e. presence of free salicylic acid in the 
original acetylsalicylic acid will not be considered here, 
since the U. S. P. now provides a standard test by which 
such impure products may be detected before use. How- 
ever, the manufacturers found that free salicylic acid was 
often present in tablets, even though the original acetylsali- 
cylic acid was of sufficiently high purity. It was thought 
that the progressive decomposition might have been due to 
the presence of moisture, to improper storage or to the 
effect of the substance added to promote disintegration of 
the tablets. Several years ago, at the time the investiga- 
tions mentioned above were being carried out, chemical 
manufacturers had not yet succeeded in producing acetyl- 
salicylic acid in the form of a granular powder which 
would run on the compressing machines without treatment. 
For this reason, some kind of manipulation was necessary 
before compressing. Some manufacturers compressed the 
acetylsalicylic acid into blocks, which could be broken down 
int. a granular powder that could be worked on the ma- 
chines. Others used the ordinary process of granulation, 
i. e. moistening the powder with a suitable liquid, forcing 
the slightly damp mass through a sieve, and drying. Tab- 
lets made by the latter process showed more decomposi- 
tion, probably on account of the hydrolytic effect of the 
water, solution of starch, solution of gelatin, alcohol or 
other moistening liquid employed. 


Effect of Combination 
pile the decomposition of acetylsalicylic acid tablets 
was more rapid than for the pure substance, it seem- 
ed that the trouble might be due to the excipient. Each 
five grain tablet contained, as a rule, a little over one grain 
of a disintegrator, consisting chiefly of dry starch added in 
ithe process of manufacture. By comparing the rate of 
decompositicn of crystals of acetylsalicylic acid and tab- 
lets made therefrom without use of any diluent, the com- 
mittee of the A. D. M. A. found that the usual pressure 
applied in the tableting had practically no effect on the 
stability of the tablet. The average free salicylic acid 
found after one year in tablets made with commercial 
corn starch, potato flour, and rice flour was 0.5 per cent, 
whereas the tablets made with the same diluents after dry- 
ing showed an average of only 0.13 per cent free salicylic 
acid. The starch and flours used contained 9 to 14 per 
cent moisture, which apparently was chiefly responsible for 
the greater rate of deterioration of these tablets as com- 
pared with the tablets made with the dried diluents. 
The essential feature in the manufacture of a perfectly 
satisfactory and stable tablet of acetylsalicylic acid proved 
to be the simple matter of having the materials and the 
finished tablet perfectly dry. The starch used as a disin- 
tegrator should contain not more than 1.5 per cent mois- 
tute. Beyond this it is important to store the tablets in 
dry, air-tight containers, 


The above discussion applies to tablets of acetylsalicy- 
lic acid; further complications will arise if other drugs 
are to he combined with it in tablet form. If combined 
with acid-reacting materials, decomposition is hastened in

Foreign Trade In Drug 





January Imports and Exports Less Than Year Ago—Oils Cassia, Cinna- 
mon and Bergamot Show Improvement—Imports and Exports of 
Soaps and Toilet Preparations Larger in January, This Year, Than 
In 1926—Perfumery Shipments Small, Purchases Large—Medicinal 
Exports Larger—Imports of Synthetic Camphor Valued at $102,000 


Crude drugs and botanicals re- 
corded a smaller trade in both ex- 
ports valued at $566,000 and imports 
valued at $787,000; during January. 
There was a general falling off in all 
commodities of the imports with the 
largest in licorice root, receipts of 
which were only $172,000 (5,905,000 
pounds). 

Although exports of essential oils 
($126,000) were above those for 
January, 1926, they were not espe- 
cially large. Only about 11,000 
pounds, valued at $52,000 of pepper- 
mint oil were shipped abroad during 
the month. Imports of $468,800 of 
essential oils were only three-quar- 
ters of the January, 1926, figure. Of 
the oils coming in in larger amounts, 
cassia and cinnamon and bergamot 
oils were the only ones showing 
marked improvement. Lemon oil 
showed a decided drop to $30,000 
(17,000 pounds). 

Both exports and imports ot soaps 
and toilet preparations were more 
the current January than January, 
1926, the former by 17 per cent and 
equalling $1,355,000 and the latter by 
14 per cent and equalling $558,000. 
Whereas foreign sales of perfumery 
and toilet waters were small, valued 
at $20,400, purchases were valued, at 
$438,900. All other commodities of 
the group were slightly above last 
year’s figure, with the exception of 
receipts of perfume materials which 
were $8,000 less. 

Exports of medicinal and pharma- 
ceutical preparations aggregating 
$1,619,000 were 5 per cent in excess 
of January, 1926, and imports only 
one-third as much as exports, equal- 
ling $556,000, 15 per cent more and 
with no outstanding event in the 
trade in either direction. 

Of the camphors imported, syn- 
thetic camphor continued to ap- 
proximate total receipts of the 
natural both the crude and refined 
grades and equalled $102,000 (200,- 
000 pounds). 

American Drug Manufacturers’ 
Association, has announced an inno- 
vation for the annual convention to 





be held at the Biltmore Hotel, New 
York April 4-7th, in that a dance 
will be held immediately following 
the ‘banquet. Members are being 
urged to bring the ladies along. 
Banquet speeches are to be short. 
The Scientific Section of the associa- 
tion will meet April 4 and will con- 
tinue in session all that day and the 
forenoon of April 5. Many of the 
subcommittees of this committee will 
submit reports.

Modifications of the original 
Mexican decree establishing a spe- 
cial Health Stamp Tax on ail 
Pharmaceutical products and _ toilet 
preparations were published in the 
Diario Oficial of Feb. 7. The most 
important concession was a provision 
that the stamp hereafter will be only 
one centavo per unit on both foreign 
and domestic goods, provided the re- 
tail price of the package or unit is 
not more than 50 centavos. 

Assistant Publicity Director E. S. 
Sater, Pharmacy Headquarters 
Building Campaign Committee re- 
turned to New York last week, after 
a series of addresses before local 
groups of pharmacists and student 
bodies in the different colleges of 
pharmacy of the country during 
the last five months. As a result of 
this trip, $57,563 were added to 
the fund. The total has now been 
brought up to nearly $600,000.

PROHIBITION UNIT 
WILL BE CHANGED 
(Special to DrvuG MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., Mar. 8—Bill 
to make the Prohibition and Custom 
Divisions, bureaus of the Treasury 
Department was passed by Senate, 
by vote 71 to 6. The bill was pass- 
ed by the House during the last ses- 
sion of Congress and was one that 
the Administration was very anxi- 
ous to have passed. The bill has 
been backed from its inception by 
General Andrews, assistant secretary 
of the Treasury, and by Secretary 
Mellon. 

The dry reorganization bill pro- 
vides for the appointment of a Pro- 
hibition Commissioner, who will be 
responsible to the head of the de- 
partment and the Assistant Secre- 
tary, to whom the Secretary may 
delegate power in dealing with pro- 
hibition. In practical effect, so far 
as the present administration of the 
Treasury is concerned, General An- 
drews will continue as the ‘Washing- 
ton director of the dry service, with 
the Commissioner acting as his prin- 
cipal adviser. 

One of the important features of 
the law about to become effective is 
-4 provision intended to remove ap- 
pointments to the dry service from 
the domain of politics by providing 
that all employes shall be chosen by 
certification of the Civil Service 
Commission. This will require can- 
didates for these jobs to undergo the 
rigors of competitive examinatios. 


American Pharmaceutical Manu- 
facturers Association is arranging 
an interesting program for the twen- 
tieth annual meeting, to be held at 
Grove Park’ Inn, Asheville, N. C., 
May 23 to 27. Preliminary reports 
indicate a large attendance. Rates 
for those attending the convention 
have been announced by the man- 
agement at $8.00 to $10.00 a day, 
American plan. 


American Bottlers of Carbonated 
Beverages have launched a four-year 
campaign of advertising which en- 
tails expenditures of about $2,000,000 
said President C. B. Chesterman in 
his address at the sixth annual con- 
vention of the Utah Bottlers’ Asso- 
ciation, held in Ogden, Utah.

DR. REMSEN DEAD 


Dr. Ira Remsen, president emeri- 
tus Johns Hopkins University, Bal- 
timore, inventor of saccharin, died 
March 4, at Carmel, California, 
from natural causes, at the age of 
81. Dr. Remsen was born in New 
York, Feb. 10, 1846. He was grad- 
uated from the College of the City 
of New York and College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. He contri- 
buted to industrial chemistry by 
many inventions but would not 
take out patents. He taught at Wil- 
liams College from 1872 to 1876. 
Tihe best work of his life was done 
at Johns Hopkins. He was director 
of the Chemical Laboratory from 
1876 to 1908, president of Johns 
Hopkins from 1901 to 1912. He 
was editor of “The American Chem- 
ical Journal” for forty years. 

President Roosevelt named Dr. 
Remsen as head of the board to 
pass upon the question of the harm- 
fulness of benzoate of soda and 
other chemicals as food preserva- 
tives, and found himself at vari- 
ance with Dr. Harvey W. Wiley 
who had charge of the administra- 
tion of the new food law. In 1923 
he received the Priestley medal. In 
1875 he married Elizabeth H. Mal- 
lory, of New York, who survives 
him with their two sons, Ira Mal- 
lory Remsen and Charles Mallory 
Remsen. 


WHISKEY BILL LEFT 
BY PASSING OF CONGRESS 


(Special to DRuG MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., March 7— 
Congress adjourned last week with- 
out having taken any action on the 
so-called Hawley medicinal liquor 
bill. The bill passed the House 
during the closing hours of Con- 
gress by a vote of 209 to 151, but 
got caught up in the Senate in the 
last minute filibuster although it 
had been favorably reported out of 
committee for passage. 


It is considered very probable, in 
view of the failure of Congress to 
enact the bill into law that Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, Andrews, 
will call a conference of whiskey 
manufacturers in an effort to arrive 
at some agreement under which a 
few of them will be able to manu- 
facture more whiskey at this time 
General Andrews is of the opinion 
that it will be necessary to manu- 
facture some liquor this year if the 
supply of medicinal whiskey is to 
be properly replenished.

London, Feb. 25—Palmolive Co., 
Ltd., England, sued Morris Freed- 
man in Chancery Division of High 
Court, London, for breach of 
agreement not to sell soap at less 
than 6d per cake. Plaintiff claimed 
that Freedman sold cakes for 5d. 
Freedman admitted the charge, and 
offered as defense that plaintiff was.

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BOURBON GERANIUM 

Bourbon geranium oil production 
in Reunion may be reduced owing 
to low prices, say Wilson & Mans- 
field, London. Shipments from Re- 
union up to Oct. 30, 1925, totalled 
163,211 kilos, and it was estimated 
that there was in the island a stock 
of 10,000 to 15,000 kilos, or a total 
for the year of about 175,000 to 180,- 
000 kilos. Allowing for shipments 
during November® and December 
at only half the year’s monthly aver- 
age the total production appears to 
have ‘been shipped. Production for 
1927 has already been estimated at 
not less than 20 per cent below 
that of last year, which makes the 
estimated crop for the year 140,000 
to 144,000 kilos, or nearly 20,000 
kilos less than was actually shipped 
during the first ten months of last 
year.

Crude drug trading continues of 
good proportions, although some 
sellers report that March has not 
started off quite as well as Febru- 
ary did. Prices, on the other hand 
have shown a number of important 
changes during the period under re- 
port, many of them being advances 
due to the development of scarci- 
ties in this and primary markets. 

Notable among the advances, is 
arnica flower, which has been ad- 
vancing radically for some time, 
due to limited supplies abroad. Spot 
supplies were rather suddenly 
cleaned out and a radical advance 
was recorded. A temporary scar- 
city in chamomiles has brought out 
another advance in that item, but 
this is generally regarded as tem- 
porary. A similar situation has de- 
veloped in myrrh gum, except that 
relief in this item seems more re- 
mote. Quince seed in general con- 
tinues scarce and higher with the 
exception of one lot of Spanish seed 
which has been offered on the mar- 
ket and at a marked reduction in 
price. Senega root, processed soap 
bark and American wormseed are 
higher. The last named item re- 


cently declined markedly from a 
long prevailing high price, but is 
now again on the climb. Recent 
shipments of valerian root have 
again been rejected and all but one 
of the holders here have advanced 
their prices on that item. Sumatra 


benzoin gum has continued its re-_ 


cent advance.

OPIUM AT CONSTANTINOPLE 

Opium arrivals at Constantin- 
ople, during the period, Jan. 15 to 
30, comprised 2,196 cases druggists’ 
brand, 172 cases softs and 341 cases 
Malatia, say advices received by 
“Chemist and Druggist,” London. 
Stocks amounted to: ‘Druggists,’ 
842; ‘softs,’ 108; and Malatia, 341 
cases. The morphine factory has 
not yet begun operations, and this 
delay has somewhat disappointed a 
certain holder of stocks and a com- 
mission agent who, anxious to se- 
cure his commission, sold about 20 
cases of opium to the highest bid- 
der. This step influenced other 
dealers, who, sheep-likej in their 
turn offered their stocks—it is true, 
of inferior quality—at the same 
parity, and thus caused consider- 
able confusion. The consequence 
has been that during the past fort- 
night 48 cases druggists’ were sold 
at £T28-31, and 16 cases Malatia 
at £T29-30. The chief “bull” (for 
we have one on our market) has 
not altered his attitude, and contin- 
ues to proclaim loudly that in 
spite of the decline in prices opium 
will shortly ‘be sold at £T40. The 
sowings are progressing favorably. 


Licorice root exports from China 
amounted to 7,030,600 pounds 
($622,327) in 1924 and 7,309,600 
($733,112) in 1925. Exports from 
Manchuria amounted to 30 per cent 
of these total exports in 1925. 
Manchurian licorice root comes 
chiefly from the region known as 
Eastern Inner Mongolia. The best 
licorice root is said to come from 
the Kailu district, on the Eastern 
Inner Mongolia border. 


Candelilla wax exports from 
Chihuahua district of Mexico to 
United States are becoming heavier 
although as yet this is not an im- 
portant wax producing center. In 
1926 there were exported to the 
United States 119,932 pounds valued 
at $22,862, compared with 71,800 
pounds valued at $13,607 in 1925.

LATVIA TO GROW HERBS 

Latvian Government has endeavor- 
ed to develop the domestic cultiva- 
tion of medicinal herbs. In 1920 the 
Public Health Department in  con- 
currence with the Agricultural Fac- 
ulty of the Latvian University, es- 
tablished a medicinal herb planta- 
tion at Ramava, near Riga. In 1922 
a similar station was established in 
Dreiline for students of the Riga 
University. To protect domestic 
cultivation, the Government raised the 
import duty on all plants of which 
sufficient quantities are grown in 
Latvia. It is estimated that in 1926 
there were consumed in _ Latvia 
about 60,000 kilos of various medi 
cinal herbs in dried condition, repre- 
senting a value of $50,000. 


Use of the active principle of 
Derris, or Tuba Root (Derris EI- 
liptica), in the preparation of in- 
secticides, has received considerable 
attention in the United Kingdom, 
and there appears to be a growing 
demand for the product. Conclu- 
sions reached by the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Industries of Great 
Britain regarding the value of der- 
ris as an insecticide are on file in 
the Department of Commerce, 
Washington. 

Exports of lycopodium from 
Danzig to United States amounted 
to 5,978 pounds, valued at $3,602, in 
1926, compared with 2,464 pounds 
valued at $958, in 1925. 


Modification of the tariff on pre- 
pared medicines is under discussion 
in the Panama Congress, but passage 
of the bill appears doubtful. 

Ceylon now exempts Coriander 
seed, Cumin seed, Fennel seed, Tam- 
arind, Turmeric, and other curry 
stuffs from tariff duty.

The 
source of supply in China is not 
in the sector of hostilities so that 
no hindrances are looked for from 
that source at the moment. 

Oil Bergamot—In some quarters 
replacement costs are placed at 
$6.50 tb according to despatches 
from Italy, but it is possible to 
buy good quality oil today at $6.25 
tb on spot.

De- 
mand is average. 

Oil Camphor—Sassy oil is higher 
on spot based on advanced costs 
and factors are placing stocks at 
15%4c@l6c tb in drums.

Oil Cedar Leaf—Stocks continue 
in very limited supply here. Those 
who are able to quote are asking 
from $1.30@$1.35 tb and having lit- 
tle trouble in selling at this level.

presence of traces of moisture. When combined with car- 
bonates or bicarbonates, access of moisture causes libera- 
tion. of carbon dioxide, and the acetylsalicylates formed 
tend to decompose further into acetates and _ salicylates. 
Tablets containing acetylsalicylic acid and ammonium 
chloride show progressive decomposition, a crystalline de- 
posit or white flakes appearing on the surface of the tab- 
let. Tannic acid likewise causes progressive decomposi- 
tion. With a few substances, acetylsalicylic acid on tri- 
turation forms a damp powder or sticky mass. Various 
other incompatibilities, as with quinine, have received con- 
siderable attention. It is clear that there are many sub- 
stances which cannot be combined with acetylsalicylic acid 
in tablets without causing serious ‘deterioration. 

The heat and pressure exerted at the moment of com- 
pression sometimes induce decomposition. Thus there has 
been some discussion as to what extent sodium bicarbon- 
ate is changed to normal carbonate during compression in- 
to tablets. It appears in this case that if ordinary care is 
used, the amount of carbonate formed is negligible. 

It is known that heat and compression lower the activi- 
ty of pepsin materially. Ordinary dry pepsin, if kept in 
tightly stoppered, amber bottles shows very little deteriora- 
tion after several years. Dinger and Honsinger have re- 
cently reported that pepsin of a low acidity is more stable 
than that with a high acidity when kept in the solid state. 
The general opinion is that the deterioration of pepsin tab- 
lets is neither hastened nor retarded by the ordinary inert 
excipients such as lactose, starch, etc. 

Rapid deterioration may be expected in pancreatin tab- 
jets since dry pancreatin loses about 40 per cent of its 
diastatic activity in a year. The tryptic activity, however, 
remains fairly constant. It has been suggested that the 
loss in diastatic activity is due to the influence of the tryp- 
sin on the amylopsin in presence of moisture. In storing 
such tablets, therefore, the stability may be largely depend- 
ent on how dry the tablets are kept. 

Some attention has been given to the deterioration of 
nitroglycerin tablets. One manufacturer found that in 
some cases there was a considerable loss in six months 
while in other cases tablets retained their full amount of 
nitroglycerin for a year. On the one hand, it has been 
pointed out that nitroglycerin is not volatile and does not 
undergo spontaneous decomposition. On the other hand, 
an experiment was reported in which freshly prepared tab- 
lets were placed in a bottle, the tablets covered with cotton, 
and the bottle tightly corked. After several weeks appre- 
ciable quantities of nitroglycerin were found in the cotton 
and in the cork. The general experience has been that. ni- 
troglycerin tablets undergo 10 to 20 per cent deterioration 
during manufacture and the first few weeks of storage, 
and that after that they are quite stable. It has been sug- 
gested that milk sugar has a preservative action on these 
tablets. Some manufacturers have had more trouble with 
compressed nitroglycerin tablets than with hypodermic 
tablets; this led to the conclusion that the deterioration was 
connected in some way with the water used in granulation. 
One view has been that some nitroglycerin evaporated 
with the moisture in the tabfet, and that after the tablet 
was once dry no further deterioration occurred. By add- 
ing a 10 or 20 per cent excess of nitroglycerin when mak- 
ing the tablets, the loss during manufacture and the slight 
subsequent deterioration brings the amount down to what 
is desired. Many manufacturers still play safe by mak- 
ing up only small amounts of nitroglycerin tablets at any 
one time, although the deterioration has not proved as 
important as it seemed to be at one time.
